Executive Board Meeting: 


The Executive Board of the Louisiana 
Library Association met Wednesday evening, 
March 18th, in the Capitol House, Baton 
Rouge, with the following members pres- 
ent: Mrs. Rubie Hanks, President; Miss 
Jane Ellen Carstens, 1st Vice President; 
Miss Norma Durand, 2nd Vice President; 
Miss Margie Lynch, Secretary; Mr. W. C. 
Bennett, Parliamentarian. Mr. John Uhler, 
Publicity Chairman for the Convention, was 
also present. 

The minutes were adopted as mailed in 
the corrected form. The Treasurer’s report 
was presented and accepted. 

Action was deferred to the next meeting 
on the report of the Legislation Commit- 
tee on two proposed bills, submitted by 
Miss Elmira Montgomery of Kaplan. One 
of these would exempt schools and libraries 
from the payment of state sales tax for 
all purchases; the other would exempt all 
persons from paying state sales tax on the 
purchase of books. 

Action was taken on the following mat- 
ters: 

1. The L.L.A. will share in the expenses 
of a luncheon honoring congressmen to 
be held during the A.L.A. meeting in 
Washington, D. C., June 25, 1959. 

2. Mr. Bennett was instructed to prepare 
and submit a motion at the general ses- 
sion to change our by-laws to conform 
to the A.L.A. constitution with regard 
to delegates to A.L.A. 

3. The Board adopted as standard proce- 
dure that the L.L.A. president or presi- 
dent-elect have his expenses paid to 
A.L.A. meetings up to $200.00. 
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4. The balance of funds received from the 
L.L.A. convention after all expenses are 
paid shall be turned over to the Scholar. 
ship Fund. 

Other matters discussed about which no 
action was required included the report of 
the Committee for Indexing Louisiana Mag. 
azines, the financial report of the Bulletin, 
and the report on L.L.A.’s attempts to secure 


_ tax exemption status. 


Miss Jane Ellen Carstens announced that 
the 1960 L.L.A. Convention will be held 
in Monroe in March. 


First General Session: 


Mrs. Rubie Hanks, president, declared 
the 33rd annual convention of L.L.A. in 
session at 2- P.M., Thursday, March 19, 
1959, in Room B, Capitol House, Baton 
Rouge. She welcomed visitors and all pres- 
ent to join in recognition of the converition 
theme, “Now That We Have Built,” to 
direct our energies to the new and increasing 
challenges before us. 


The Invocation was given by the Right 
Reverend Monsignor Robert E. Tracy. After 
reading greetings from Emerson Green- 
away, president, A.L.A., and from Wade O. 
Martin, Secretary of State, Mrs. Hanks in- 
troduced the officers of the Association and 
the editor and the business manager of the 
Bulletin. The President of the City-Parish 
Council and Acting Mayor, the Honorable 
Frank J. McConnell, brought greetings from 
the city of Baton Rouge, with Miss Jane 
Ellen Carstens responding. 


In his keynote address, Dr. Ralph E. 
Ellsworth, Director of Libraries, University 
of Colorado, commented favorably upon 
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Louisiane’s progress in library development 
and challenged the group to meet the pub- 
lic’s changing attitude toward the intellec- 
tual. He warned that librarians need to take 
care that they do not fall victim to the

Highlight of the evening was the film 
“Russia Today and Yesterday,” an_illus- 
trated story told by Julien Bryan, Docu-

be used by libraries was most effective. His 
latest film, ‘““The Middle East,’ was then 
given its first public showing. 

An informal reception honoring new 
members, held through the courtesy of the 
Jenkins Book Company, Inc., concluded the 
evening’s entertainment. 


Sectional Meetings: 


The College and Reference Section, meet- 
ing in Room 281 of the L.S.U. Library 
with Chairman Sammy Dyson presiding, 
heard Dr. Ralph E. Ellsworth of the Uni- 
versity of Colorado speak on “The Librarian 
in College Instruction.” Following a short 
business session, the group were taken on a 


tour of the new L.S.U. Library building. 


“The Effective Use of Films in Educa- 
tion” was the topic discussed by Mr. Julien 
Bryan for the Louisiana Association of 
School Librarians, meeting in the Skyline 
Room of the Capitol House. Miss Agnes 
Clark of Northwestern State College led 
the discussion following Mr. Bryan’s talk. 
Miss Jean Royston, chairman, presided. 

Dr. Alexander Sas Jaworsky, Veterinarian 
of Abbeville, La., and authority on Ameri- 
can history and winner of television quiz 
programs, spoke to a joint meeting of the 
Trustees’ and Public Library Sections on 
“Freedom of Education or Democratic Ver- 
sus Soviet System.” Following the program, 
the Public Library Section moved to the 
Skyline Room for their business meeting.

Book Dinner: 

Toastmistress Jane Ellen Carstens presided 
at the annual Book Dinner held Friday 
evening, eight o'clock, in the Grand Ball- 
room. The Louisiana Literary Award was 
presented to Dr. John Duffy for his book, 
The Rudolph Matas History of Medicine 
in Louisiana, by Miss Frances Flanders, 
chairman of the committee. 

Speaker of the evening was Dr. F. Jay 
Taylor, author and chairman of the De- 
partment of History, Louisiana College, 
Pineville, who told of finding a secret diary 
kept during the Civil War by a Louisiana 
soldier, and of his own editing of the diary 
for publication. Reluctant Rebel—The Secret 
Diary of Robert Patrickh—1861-1865 will be 
published soon.

Mr. R. C. Norris assistant director, Radio 
and Television Department, University of 
Texas, spoke on ‘Television and the Printed 
Word,” illustrating his talk with several 
kinescopes. 

Mr. James Cookston, chairman of the 
Registration Committee, announced the final 
registration count as 458. Miss Jane Ellen 
Carstens reported that the Association now 
has 747 members including over 100 new 
members. 

Mr. W. C. Bennett, Parliamentarian, te.

Miss 
Abramson stated that she had conferred with 
Mr. James Dyson, chairman of the Code 
Committee for Academic Libraries, and that 
it was the opinion of all concerned that 
there is nothing to be gained by having 
two codes. Therefore, the committee recom- 
mends that L.L.A. drop the idea of adopting 
a code; libraries may use the A.L.A. code 
when borrowing outside the state and in 
interlibrary loans between academic and 
public libraries. Mrs. Morton moved the 
adoption of this recommendation; seconded 
by Miss Lucille Arceneaux, and carried. 

Miss Elizabeth Cammack moved the adop- 
tion of the following resolution:

Who attends LLA? Have you ever won- 
dered which groups are represented at the 
Convention? It would be interesting to 
classify faces seen in registration lines, gen- 
eral meetings, and hotel lobbies. Since this 
is impossible, this analysis is concerned 
with a breakdown of those in attendance 
at the 1959 Convention in Baton Rouge, 
March 19-21. 

An analysis of the 458 registration cards 
signed at the Convention reveal some in- 
teresting information. The total registra- 
tion of 458 persons represents 408 people 
engaged in library activities and 50 com- 
mercial exhibitors. 

Table I gives a breakdown of the 408 
persons engaged in various library capacities.

Seventy-two school librarians represented 
thirty-one parishes. The largest number, 
twelve, were from East Baton Rouge, fol- 
lowed by Ascension Parish and Orleans 
Parish with four each. Three school librar. 
ians came from Calcasieu, Ouachita, §¢, 
Charles, and Vermilion Parishes. The fol- 
lowing parishes sent two school librarians 
each: Allen, Caddo, Concordia, Jefferson, 
Lafourche, and Plaquemines. One librarian 
attended from the following parishes: Aca- 
dia, Beauregard, Concordia, Evangeline, 
Franklin, Iberia, Iberville, Lafayette, Sa- 
bine, St. James, St. John the Baptist, St. 
Mary, St. Martin, Tangipahoa, Washington, 
Webster, and West Baton Rouge. In addi- 
tion there were two librarians from voca- 
tional or grade schools and eight from paro- 
chial grade schools. 

Each of the following agencies, classi- 
fied as special, was represented by one libra- 
rian: U. S. Public Health Hospital, Secretary 
of State’s Office, International House, Esso 
Standard Oil, Department of Public Works, 
and the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
Two schools of nursing, Northwestern State 
College and Charity Hospital in New Or- 
leans, were represented by one librarian each. 


Out-of-state visitors, including guest 
speakers that were present, included one 
each from the states of Alabama, Colorado, 
Mississippi, New York, and Oklahoma ; two 
from Texas; and one from Washington, 
a < 

Table I shows that eleven college instruc- 
tors attended. They represented Louisiana 
State University, Northwestern State Col- 
lege, Southwestern Louisiana Institute, 
Northeast State College, and Southeastern 
State College. 

An analysis of Table I also shows that 
twenty-eight students representing Louisiana 
State University and three state colleges also 
attended the convention. The largest repre- 
sentation (20) were from Louisiana State 
University and included students from both 
the graduate and undergraduate program. 
Northeast State College and Southwestern 
Louisiana Institute sent three students each, 
and Northwestern State College sent two.

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ress is being made in all types of libraries. 
In fact, the librarians of today may well 
say that, at long last, ‘things are coming 
our way.” In pre-Sputnik days, the librar- 
ies of the country were in many respects 
ahead of public demand. Librarians were 
offering services for which the demand had 
to be cultivated. Book stores were selling 
few books; libraries had few registered 
borrowers. In schools and colleges, reading 
was considered an assigned task rather than 
a rewarding pleasure. Librarians were poorly 
paid and even less appreciated. In general 
there was a public indifference to books 
as a source of information, or as a means 
of solving problems. 


Today the scene has changed consider- 
ably. In colleges and universities there is 
an increased emphasis on the intellectual 
content of courses and programs. There is 
a renewed interest in honors courses, and 
the “‘egg-head”’ is no longer in disrespect, 
at least not in the sciences. There is an 
increased interest in ‘“‘issues,” both by 
students and ordinary citizens, and an ac- 
companying awareness that information on 
national and international problems can be 
found in books and libraries. For personal 
problems, too, the average person is turn- 
ing more than ever to books and magazines, 
although here it must be admitted that the 
solutions he discovers are often questionable. 
The interest of women in public affairs has 
helped to produce a healthy atmosphere, 
with the American Association of Univer- 
sity Women, the League of Women Voters, 
and other organizations taking a lead in 
promoting local and national programs of 
permanent value. 


Even in our religious life, Americans are 
becoming more mature, and are approaching 
the subject with an open-mindedness that 
is refreshing. Respect for the individual and 
tolerance for differences, whether personal, 
racial or economic, is becoming more and 
more noticeable in our national make-up. 
Discriminatory practices are slowly declining, 
and though they are still with us in lesser 
degrees, more people are ready to study them 
and consider means of abolishing them. 

Above all, Americans are beginning to 
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realize that the great American dream gf 
giving each individual a fair chance to de. 
velop his full capacity is something worth 
fighting for, and at the same time some. 
thing that can be lost through indifference 
and preoccupation with material motives 
Delinquency, crime, gangsterism, statism, 
and monopoly are all evidences of a sinister 
direction in American socicty that should 
be combatted. Excessive materialism as por: 
trayed by our advertising industry may not 
be completely typical of America, yet it is 
true to too great an extent. Fortunately, we 
are aware of this, and there is a sense of 
shame about it that is bringing about ; 
slow but definite change. One indication 
of this is the increased interest in sophis. 
ticated art, whether in painting, architecture, 
sculpture or music. The commercial arts are 
following the trend, and functionalism is 
being combined with beauty in producing 
a truly modern form for everything from 
kitchen utensils to skyscrapers. 

How ready are we as librarians for this 
new age, and its demands for library serv- 
ice? Do we fully realize the power of the 
printed word, and can we pass on to our 
readers our own faith in books and li 
braries? To fully meet this challenge, we 
may need to change opinions of what a 
librarian is and should be. We must dis- 
tinguish between our professional duties and 
our library-housekeeping duties—and keep 
the latter out of sight. We must be book- 
men and not book-keepers, aware of con- 
tents of books as well as their covers. It 
may take some reforming of library schools 
as well as library attitudes in order to de- 
velop a librarian who is a reader as well 
as a librarian. Perhaps we should schedule 
some library time for reading—not just 
“professional’ reading, but book reading. 
Our library associations should be made over 
into symbols of bookmanship, rather than 
the “organization man”’ structures that they 
are tending to become. On a practical basis, 
our slogans of cooperation must be put into 
effect, on local, national and even inter- 
national bases. Cooperation in purchasing 
and cataloging, specialization in collections 
and services, regional storage and research 
libraries—all these are ways in which we 
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can work together to meet the increasing 
demand for library services. 

But when all is said and done, the role 
of the librarian in the worlds of today and 
tomorrow depends largely upon the effect 
each of us creates in his daily contacts with 
the public. If we can succeed in arousing 
in our readers an enthusiasm for ideas and 
books, we can make of librarianship a pro- 


fession that will take its place in the fore- 
front of American society. “Now that we 
have built . . .”” we have the foundations 
for a public service that is second to none 
in importance, but it is up to us just what 
use we make of those foundations. The 
future of library service depends upon the 
librarians, and the libraries of tomorrow 
will be what we make of them. 


“he New Library 
At Louisiana State ‘University

If the presence of a large number of stu- 
dents in a library is a sign that a building 
is successful, then the new L.S.U. Library 
deserves a good mark. From the day the 
building was opened in September, 1958, 
there was never any doubt that it was being 
well received. Perhaps for a few weeks 
many came in to look around, but many 
also lingered to do their own math prob- 
lems, to browse among the new magazines, 
to find their way in the stacks, and then 
to take books out in quantity. 

The reasons for this popularity are not 
hard to find. The building is big and open, 
conveniently located near many classrooms, 
and it has an inviting, business-like quality 
about it which encourages use. And this 
quality did not come by accident. From the 
time the legislature appropriated $3,500,- 
000, and the plans were put on paper, 
it was the goal to have a flexible, modular 
building which would serve the needs of 
many. University administrators and com- 
mittees looked at other buildings. The Baton 
Rouge architectural firm of Bodman & Mur- 
tell & Smith, along with their associates 
Post and Harelson, surveyed buildings which 
had recently been constructed in other parts 
of the country and prepared a program for 
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the building with the aid of the library staff. 
While the architects had not previously built 
a library, it is clear from the plans that they 
soon got into the spirit of a library building 
and have contributed a noteworthy structure 
which will be visited and studied for years 
to come. 


Basic Characteristics of Building 


The L.S.U. Library is an air conditioned, 
modular, open shelf, divisional library. 

The module is 27 by 24 feet, and the 
building has a total size of 324 by 192 feet 
—or about an acre and a half per floor. 

The plan includes a large subject divi- 
sional room which takes up half of the area 
on each of the three floors. In the basement 
there is the Social Science Division; Hu- 
manities is on the main floor; and Science 
is on the second floor. 

Books and periodicals are classified and 
are shelved by Dewey classification number. 
Each division was assigned certain Dewey 
numbers and the classification therefore de- 
termines the location of material. The Divi- 
sions are staffed by four professional librar- 
ians who are assisted by graduate students 
in the library school and by other students 
as they can be afforded. The divisional 
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librarians are concerned with service and 
book ordering, with various clerical tasks 
kept to a minimum since journals are 
checked in centrally, and circulation is done 
at the check points near the exits. Reference 
work is done in each division, and reserve 
books are handled on open shelves by each 
division. 

Study facilities have been provided in 
each division, with every effort made to 
have a suitable variety of such facilities for 
different needs. Large tables four feet by 
six feet with four chairs at them form 
the conspicuous pattern, but there are also 
single study tables and some occasional fur- 
niture in each area. In the blocks of free- 
standing stacks there are also areas provided 
with pairs of single study tables arranged 
so that no one is very far from a place 
to study as he finds his material on the 
shelves. 

Seminar rooms, study enclosures for as- 
signment to faculty and graduate students, 
and typing rooms all make a contribution 
towards having as many conveniences as 
possible. 

Technical services are located in a large 
room on the main floor adjacent to the 
card catalog and bibliography alcove. 


Special Rooms 


In a divisional library there are always 
some features and functions which do not 
fall within the divisional pattern. Special 
rooms and services have been planned. 

The Library School. Long known for its 
creative program of library education, the 
L.S.U. Library School had its offices, class- 
room and library in the Hill Memorial 
Library. With the move to the new build- 
ing the Library School, moved also, and 
suitable space is now provided on the second 
floor for its important work. 


Documents. The library’s collections of 
United States and United Nations Docu- 
ments are housed in a separate room in 
the new library. These are now used with 
the bibliographic guidance of the various 
printed indexes as these documents do not 
have cards for them in the public catalog. 

Newspapers and Microfilms. Since special 
problems of preservation and use always 
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exist with both newspapers and microfilms 

it was thought advisable to have rooms 
separate from the divisions for these mate. 
rials. A sub-professional, with the aid of 
students, guides the activities in these two 
rooms and gives help on using the reading 
machines as well as assistance with the 
papers and films. 

Photodu plications Department. L.S.U. has 
for a number of years been interested in 
our own microfilming, and in making slides 
or other reproductions. When the new build. 
ing was planned it was thought preferable 
to maintain the existing expensive equip- 
ment in the Hill Library, so the work of 
that department continues in its own ait 
conditioned quarters in the old building. 

Listening Rooms. A new and especially 
interesting new feature in the library is an 
area where recordings may be heard. One 
large room has provisions for about a dozen 
at one time and in this room something 
is being played at all times when the room 
is open. Surrounding this room are nine 
smaller rooms, each seating only two or four, 
where individual selections may be heard. 
The collection of recordings is still small, 
but it is being added to regularly and it 
includes music, speech, reading and drama- 
tic recordings which may be used by all. 


Louisiana Room, Rare Book Room, and 
Archives. Central to any modern university 
library is the provision of space and per- 
sonnel for the rare, the unusual, and the 
local, whether it be in the form of books 
or manuscripts. By establishing a closer 
administrative tie on July 1, 1958, between 
the Archives Department and the Library, 
the former, which had for many years been 
in the Law School, was brought into the 
library arid this should prove very important 
in the years ahead. Along with the already 
existing Louisiana collection and a develop- 
ing rare book collection, the location of the 
three functions in adjacent quarters will 
make much historical research much easiet 
and more profitable. 


Unsolved Problems and Notes for 
the Future 
When a building is being planned one 
has the tendency to think that when it is 
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constructed the problems of the world will 
be solved. We all know this is not going 
to be true but we like to think it will be, 
and sometimes we really believe it. Actually 
nothing could be much more inaccurate. 
While a building does solve some things, 
it also makes it possible to do so many 


. other ones that there is more to be done 


after a building is completed than there 
was beforehand. 

The wondrous complexities of moving a 
collection of some six hundred thousand 
volumes can be looked back upon with 
amazement, the marvel of it all being that 
things got moved on time—or even a little 
ahead of time—and that they could be read- 
ily found once they had been moved. With 
equal amazement we have watched how 
readily our students and faculty have found 
their way around and seem to have enjoyed 
the experience. 

All of which is very gratifying but there 
are serious questions to which we still do 
not have answers. And we must be working 
hard to be sure our service, our controls 


and our housekeeping are as good as pos- 
sible. 


We do not yet know whether a system 
of checking and charging at the exits has 
security enough about it so that we are not 
losing material. We have resisted actual 
turnstiles and hope we can continue to do 
so but we must be alert to the possibilities 
of serious book loss. 


We are also aware that an open shelf 
library provides many opportunities for mis- 
shelved books; and open reserves make it 
possible for students to take and hide mate- 
rial which is needed by other members of 
the class. 

We want very much to give good service, 
to have all the needed books available, and 
to encourage an atmosphere of honesty, but 
this is not possible by wishing it were so. 
Almost everything about the plan and use 
of the L.S.U. Library are good, but poten- 
tially the excellences provide some pitfalls 
and we must be prepared to deal with them 
strongly if they become abysses.

The Special Libraries Association is cele- 
brating its 50th anniversary this year. A 
half century of achievements and progress 
in the profession will be marked by fitting 
ceremonies and activities at the annual con- 
vention in Atlantic City from May 31 
through June 5 of this year. It is interesting 
to look back into the past to see how this 
organization came into being. 

Nine years before the organization of the 
Special Libraries Association John Cotton 
Dana, a pioneer in modern librarianship, 
conceived the idea of a library in a busi- 
ness with materials useful to business. He 
believed that by forming an association and 
working together as special librarians, it 
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would be possible to give management more 
accurate information and in less time. He 
put this idea into practice with the organiza- 
tion of the Business Branch of the Newark, 
New Jersey, Public Library. By 1909 there 
were many well established and flourishing 
business and industrial libraries in other 
cities, among them were Chicago, Cleveland, 
Brooklyn and Detroit. 

When members of the American Library 
Association met in Bretton Woods, New 
Hampshire, in July, 1909, there was much 
interest in the new development in library 
service and librarianship. Mr. Dana became 
the center of a group of business librarians 
and librarians who were employed by pri- 
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vate industry. This group held numerous 
informal conferences and as an outcome 
of these meetings the members decided that 
the nature and demands of theis work had 
created a new kind of librarianship. It was 
at this meeting that the decision was made 
to organize the Special Libraries Association. 
By November 5, 1909, the date of the first 
annual meeting, there were 57 members. 


These members felt that their interests 
were threefold: (1) the organization and 
operation of a library set to the require- 
ments of the company and the adaptation 
of basic library techniques to these require- 
ments; (2) how to become a specialist in 
the literature of the specific field of interest 
skilled enough to work satisfactorily with 
the experts in the subject field, and how 
to improve the tools and methods for handl- 
ing this material; (3) where to turn for 
assistance in seeking information not in the 
company library on this specific subject. 
Thus, Special Libraries Association was 
established to promote cooperation among 
the growing number of librarians working 
in specialized fields. On January 10, 1910, 
the association published the first copy of 
Special Libraries. This new publication, the 
official journal of Special Libraries Associa- 
tion, was designed to provide the members 
with news and information relating to their 
special interest. The April 10, 1910, issue 
carried the first roster of members, about 
100 special librarians in more than 20 sub- 
ject fields. 


As early as 1917 Special Libraries Asso- 
ciation began publishing bibliographies, 
source lists, descriptions of services and 
values of libraries in special subject fields 
and other books and tools useful to both 
the librarian new in the subject as well as 
more experienced librarians. The Association 
has published more than 100 books and 
pamphlets dealing with a variety of subjects 
including, for example, engineering ab- 
stracts, directories of commercial and finan- 
cial information services and the organiza- 
tion and management of technical libraries. 
Following the publication of Special Librar- 
tes came the publication of the second jour- 
nal, Technical Book Review Index, which 
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consists of quotations from book reviews 
which have appeared in some 800 recent 
scientific, technical and trade journals. For 
more than 20 years this publication has 
proven its usefulness to members of the 
profession. 


The Association’s third and most recent 
publication, Technical Translation Monthly, 
indicates the Association's efforts to supply 
information needed by librarians and the 
technologists they serve. The Translation 
Center was established in 1954 at the John 
Crerar Library in Chicago to furnish to 
researchers copies of scientific materials 
translated into English from all languages. 
The collection now numbers more than 
20,000 translations, including about 4,000 
Russian titles from the Library of Congress. 


As the Association grew it was only nat- 
ural that libraries with similar subject in- 
terests would come together to discuss their 
common problems. The first such division 
was formed in 1922 by a group of insur- 
ance librarians. By 1925 five other similar 
groups organized into association divisions. 
Today there are 17 such Divisions in Special 
Libraries Association: Advertising, Biolog- 
ical Sciences, Business, Documentation, Fi- 
nancial, Geography and Map, Hospital, Me- 
tals, Military, Museum, Newspaper, Picture, 
Publishing, Science Technology (with sec- 
tions on Chemistry, Engineering, Paper and 
Textile, Petroleum, Pharmaceuticals and 
Public Utilities), Social Science (with sec- 
tions on Industrial Relations, History, Pub- 
lic Administration and Social Welfare), and 
Transportation. These Divisions are distinc- 
tive because they bring library methods into 
full relationship with their subject fields 
and organizations. Contacts with authorita- 
tive sources are reflected in Special Libraries 
Association publications and in participation 
of librarians in industrial meetings and co- 
operation and participation of scientific and 
industrial personnel at Special Libraries 
Association meetings. 


On the local level, Special Libraries As- 
sociation carries out its programs and aims 
through Chapter organizations. Today there 
are 31 Chapters in geographical areas of 
the United States and Canada. 
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Organization of Louisiana Chapter 
The Louisiana Chapter of Special Librar- 
ies Association has the distinction of being 
the first Chapter organized in the South. 
The national organization was interested in 
promoting the idea of a Southern chapter 
in Louisiana and believed that there were 
a sufficient number of librarians engaged in 
special subject fields to make the organiza- 
tion possible. Directly responsible for the 
Chapter’s organization were Mrs. Dorothy 
Skau, Librarian of U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, New Orleans Branch, and Miss 
Gertrude Minsk (now Mrs. Walter Le- 
mann), Librarian of the Agriculture-Biology 
Library at Louisiana State University. 


In February, 1945, Mrs. Skau met with a 
group of librarians at Howard-Tilton Me- 
morial Library, Tulane University, New Or- 
leans, to discuss the idea, and a year later 
Miss Minsk held a similar meeting of li- 
brarians in the Baton Rouge area. As a 
result of these meetings membership in 
Special Libraries Association among Lou- 
isiana librarians jumped from 10 to 20, the 
number required for organizing a chapter. 


The organizational meeting took place 
at Louisiana State University on May 25, 





1946, and the petition was forwarded to 
national headquarters for approval at the 
annual meeting in June. The formal in- 
stallation was held in New Orleans on 
November 16 and 17, 1946, at International 
House, under the direction of Miss Betty 
Joy Cole, national president of Special 
Libraries Association. Many of the twenty 
signers of the petition are still on the ros- 
ter of the Louisiana Chapter. The member- 
ship roll included librarians from Texas, 
Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Mississippi, Ten- 
nessee, Oklahoma, as well as Louisiana. 
Since that time other Southern states that 
were originally represented in the Louisi- 
ana Chapter have formed their own Chap- 
ters until now membership in Louisiana 
Chapter comprises only librarians in Lou- 
isiana and Mississippi. Membership in the 
Louisiana Chapter is as heterogeneous as 
the national organization. Libraries in law, 
medicine, government, chemistry, petroleum, 
history, biology, agriculture, engineering, 
religion, advertising, and banking are re- 
presented. Despite the loss of members to 
other Chapters there is an active member- 
ship of 40 members all striving to carry 
on the slogan of “putting knowledge to 
work.” 


Modisette Awards, 1959 


The Vernon Parish Library at Leesville 
was presented with the Modisette Award 
by the Louisiana Library Association during 
its 33rd annual conference currently taking 
place in Baton Rouge. 

Additional Modisette Awards were pre- 
sented to the W. T. Henning Elementary 
School library, at Sulphur, and to Mrs. 
O. N. Reynolds, trustee of the Caldwell 
Parish Public Library at Columbia. 

The Modisette Awards are presented each 
year in recognition of outstanding accom- 
plishments in the field of library service, 
honoring the late J. O. Modisette of Jen- 
nings who was for many years chairman of 
the board of the Louisiana State Library. 
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In selecting the Vernon Parish Library 
to receive the award in the public library 
division, the association cited the fact that 
in June, 1959, the library successfully ob- 
tained a 314-mill tax to assure continued 
financial support and at the same time was 
granted a 4-mill tax for two years for the 
construction of a $70,000 building which 
has just been completed. 


In addition, circulation of the library was 
increased by 20,000 during 1958, written 
policies were published on classification and 
pay plans, book acquisition and personnel 
practices, and service of two professionally 
trained librarians was available. 
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The W. T. Henning Elementary School 
library was chosen to receive the award in 
the school library division because of prog- 
ress made during 1958 in serving its school 
personnel. Miss Hazel McNamara is libra- 
rian, 

The third award, presented to Mrs. Rey- 
nolds, was made in recognition of her work 
as a trustee of the Caldwell Parish Library. 
She is vice-president of the library board of 


control and has served as a member since 
the establishment of the library in 1953. 

Five libraries in Louisiana were granted 
Honorable Mention for progress during 
1958. They are the Shreve Memorial and 
Caddo Library, Shreveport; the LaSalle 
Parish Library, Jena; the Winn Parish Li- 
brary, Winnfield; the Calcasieu Parish Li- 
brary, Lake Charles; and the Ouachita Parish 
Library, Monroe.
